A¥ ANXCIENT PRECEDENT.

Congress had prepared the constitution,
and submitted it to the people. The Penan-
evlvania Legislstare was in session at Phil-
ndelphia, and Clymer, of that aity, moved
that & eonvention of the people be called in
s sbort time fo adopt it. The minpority in
the House protested about the shortnes of
the notice, ete., a8 they wisbed to appeal to
the people and make the constitution sn
fssue in the mext camprign. When the
question was put great exciement prevailed.
What follows can best be told in the graphie
language of Mr, McMasters, which resds
thus:

“The voices of the minority were drowned
by cries of “guestivn,” ana when the
Bpeaker put it, of the 62 members present
43 voted ‘or and 19 againet it. The House
then ndjourned vntil 4 iv the aflerncon.

“The rage of the 19 flamed high, It was
impos-ible for them to find words where-
with to express their indignation. They
met hastily, declared that it they could not
defeat the attecpt to call a convention by
their vores they could by their sbsence,
guve a solemn pledge not 0 return o the
House, and kept it

*When 4 o'clock came but 45, two more
than those who had voted for Lhe conven-
tion, were present. This sumber was less
than a guorum, and till & quorum was as-
sembled po business could be done. After
waiting for awhile and no other members
coming in, the Spesker commsanded the
Berpeant at Arms to go out snd summon
the absent ones. He weal, was s long while
gone, nnd when he came back was ques-
tioned at the bar. He had, he said, gone to
the house of one Bowd, bnd there found
Whitehiil,Smilie, Avtis snd someother noted
soti-Federalists, bad summoned them in
the name of the House, and received in re-
piy an answer that they would not obey.
Nothing wns then left to do bat adjoarn the
House till Saturday.

As Explatoed In Dr. Hartman's Famous Lece
tare on Thut Subjeot—Histery of Faur
Epidemics of La Grippe—1847, 1880,
1870 and 1590—Causes, Symptoms, Dnn-
gers and Treatment—Reported for the
Pablle Press—What Dees the Term La
Grippe Mean? v

La Grippe is a French term, which, thans-
lated into Eoglish, is “the influenza,”’ and
translated into German is “die einfluss-
kraakheit.” The epidemic which is at pres-
ent prostrating so many people in all parts
of the civilized world is not = new disease,
ut an old one. . The French name, which
has been in use wherever French is spoken
for many bas beep for the first time
introdu into this country, and many
people mistake 8 new name for & new dis
ease. The uncommon prevalence of the

resent epidemic marks an impbrtant event

u the history of the disease. ousands of

ple in high and low station bave died of

t, and still its virulence continunes, showing
no sign of improvement.

I have bean acquuinted with La Grippe,or
rpidemic influenza, many years. The first
time I ever had auy persoonl knowledge of
this disease was in 1847, while {C{lbﬂy
studying wedicine. My study of it at that
time was 20 thorough apd eareiul that 13
years alterward (1850), when a terrible epi-
demie oi it swept over the country, I at once
récognized it, and was able o sucecessfully
cope with it. It was ten years before it
made its appearance sgain—tibe famious
enidemic of 1870. It was at this time it was
first ealled " Rusasian Influenzs,” because of
the fact that it originated in Ruswia and
spread rapidly over the Asiatic and Eoro-
pean countries before it was uoticed in this
country. Twenty vears had elapsed before
the ot epidemie (origivating in Russis
as before) suddeuly appeared among us
again, this time bringing its French name
across the Atlantic with it

SYMPTOMS,

Each epidemic presents exactly the same
symptoms. First, a "tired-out”’ feeling, gen-
eral lassitude, cold feet and hands.

’ DANGERS,

La grippe is not u very fatal dizease, al-
though many die of it during the course of
an epidemic. The chiel danger which is to
be leared is the low and weakened stute it
produces, giving a chanes lor other diseases
to set in and finish the work. Poeumoni
consamption, congestion of the lungs an
brain, acute rheumatism, typhoid lever and
typhoid malaris are all uent followers
of Lua Grippe.. However, difterent o
may account for it, the fact remains that
every epidemic brings withit & feariul death
rate,

CAUSE.

There are three distinet theories as to the
canse of La Grippe or Rassian infloenza.
Euach theory hus advecates and defenders of
equal ability us medical writers, First,
that it is ecaused by elimatic influ-
ences omly, and is .but s modified
cold. Becond, that it is the result
of minute organisms or spores which float in
the atwosphere and is taken into the system
by breatbing them {p. Third, that it is
through both these causes combined that
the system becomes affected by unfavorable
wenather, which so changes the blood as to
enable spores to thrive in the body, which
ina ectly bealthy body could do no
harm. I am inclined ta the laiter theory as
furnishing the best explanation of all the
facts, First, we have fo have unususally
bad weather, by which maoy people are
partly overdome; and second, bacili, or dis-
ense gcm-,whieil ure capable of causing the
disease, but which are resisted by who
are in exoellent health.

If this is true, it would seem a wise thing
during such an epidemic to take some iovig-
orating tonic to guard against dep
states of health, which invite these disease

to enter the body to set up their terri-
le work.
